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WATCH DOG 
BITES BACK 


K-Link members fight attempt to remove them 



The future of Kingston’s fledgling 
patient watchdog is hanging in the 
balance, after an attempt to remove 
the entire board following months of 
arguments with its own staff. 

Sandra Berry, chairman of K-Link, and 
her eight fellow steering group members, 
are contesting the legality of their re¬ 
moval, after ongoing disputes about the 
organisation’s role and performance. 

K-Link was launched at a high profile 
event in July, with MPs Edward Davey 
and Susan Kramer speaking of their 
hopes of giving patients a voice in NHS 
decision-making. 

But seven months on, Kingston Council 
and Kingston Citizens’ Advice Bureau 
(KCabs), who respectively pay for and ad¬ 
ministrate the running of K-Link, feel 
not enough has been done to reach out to 
the community 

Meanwhile K-Link steering group 
members, most of whom have been in¬ 
volved in monitoring NHS services for 
years, want K-Link to be an independent 
body “with teeth”. 

Pippa Mackie, chief executive of 
KCabs, said they had reached an “im¬ 
passe” over interpreting the contract and 
constitution and planned to “start 
again”. She said: “The Department of 
Health legislation is open to different in¬ 
terpretations and the steering group has 
stated they do not agree with the local au¬ 
thority interpretation of the law and 
guidance. This has meant that KCabs, as 
host for the Link, has been in a difficult 
position, with the steering group want¬ 
ing us to work in one way and our funder 
requiring us to work in another way” 

A spokesman for Kingston Council 
said: “The intention is not to stop the cur¬ 
rent group being involved but to ensure 
that the Kingston Link is refreshed and 
extended to make sure that it is inclusive,

has proper audit trails in place and its 
work is evidence-based.” 

Sandra Berry did not comment directly 
on her removal by a letter by KCabs 
chairman John Gray, but said: “When the 
bureaucratic problems have been re¬ 
solved, we will be legally able to go out 
and look at the facilities and services in 
Kingston care homes and hospitals - and 
to get on with the job that we have been 
created to do.” 

But Malcolm Alexander, chairman of 
the National Association of Link mem¬ 
bers, called for a mediation process. He 
said: “If they have been removed and this 
is true, it is a national scandal. The steer¬ 
ing committee must be in control. KCab 
is acting completely out of its remit.” 

Susan Kramer MP said the rules had 
been written in a “complicated and con¬ 
fusing way”. She said: “The most impor¬ 
tant thing is that all parties sit down 
together to work out an effective plan to 
sort out the governance procedures and 
get K-Link up and running and repre¬ 
senting local people.” 

Edward Davey MP said: “It is disap¬ 
pointing that they have not progressed 
since the excellent launch. I’m sure K- 
Link can now move ahead with confi¬ 
dence and become an important 
permanent feature representing local 
people.” 

Despite a £102,000 yearly budget, K- 
Link has just 40 members. 

Both sides were due to meet this week, 
to find a way forward for the beleaguered 
watchdog.

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Regeneration: Plans to develop the Cocks Crescent site 
have been rubber-stamped by the council

The future development of the 
prime Cocks Crescent site in 
the centre of New Malden was 
set down by Kingston Council’s 
executive committee on Jan¬ 
uary 13 - but officers face a 
fight with residents over much 
of the application. 

About 200 new homes were 
originally proposed for the 
Blagdon Road site and, al¬ 
though this figure was removed 
from the final report, respon¬ 
dents to a consultation in 
September were hugely con¬ 
cerned with the impact of extra 
housing on the local infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

But residents’ chief concern 
was over a perceived council 
plot to move the popular Cres¬ 
cent and Causeway resource 
centres, which provide day ser¬ 
vices to people with learning 
and physical disabilities, to a 
smaller site some distance from 
the centre of town. 

And they are suspicious of a 
planning application made by 
Barratt, which owns a portion 
of the Cocks Crescent site, to 
build a new day care centre at 
59 Kingston Road as part of a 
large development of flats. 

Despite council officer Steve 
Cardis assuring councillors at 
the recent Maidens and 
Coombe planning sub-commit- 
tee that “there has not been any 
discussion at any point at this 
time with developers”, Bar- 
ratt’s day centre application 
was made on July 29 - a full 
month before the official con¬ 
sultation began. 

Peter Murphy, development 
officer for Barratt west London, 


said: “Following discussions 
with the council during last 
summer, Barratt has submitted 
two applications for the devel¬ 
opment of the site in Kingston 
Road. 

“One is for solely residential 
use and one is for ground floor 
commercial space which we 
have offered to the council, with 
apartments for private sale 
above.” 

Councillor Patrick Codd, 
chairman of the Maidens and 
Coombe neighbourhood com¬ 
mittee, was damning of the way 
the consultation results had 
been interpreted by the council. 

Speaking at the executive 
meeting, he said: “Earlier, when 
I saw the addition to the report I 
was extremely angry 

“In all the years I have been 
on the council I have never 


come across officers comments 
in such a self-regarding and dis¬ 
missal of the views of the elect¬ 
ed members of the council, not 
to mention the residents who 
bothered to fill in question¬ 
naires of the consultation we 
engaged in at a cost to the coun¬ 
cil. 

“I find it totally unacceptable 
we can have the views of mem¬ 
bers dismissed out of hand. If 
we are going to allow this sort 
of thing to happen let’s not have 
a council. Let’s just let officers 
get on with it. 

“This has become totemic 
with the people of New Malden. 
We have seen so much moved 
out, particularly with people 
who are less advantaged. 

“I would hope we would have 
another look at this brief before 
it is stamped, sealed and deliv¬ 


ered.” 

Mary Theobold, who helps 
run Arthritis Care, New 
Malden, in the Crescent Re¬ 
source Centre, said her group 
was distraught over the pro¬ 
posed relocation. 

She said: “The situation now 
has become dire. Our average 
age of attendance is 80-ish, with 
four in their 90s and three in 
wheelchairs. 

“We’re in real despair be¬ 
cause the centre now is 100 per 
cent suitable for the type of peo¬ 
ple we have here. 

“I’ve been doing arthritis care 
for 25 or 30 years and I’m older 
than some of my clients. We 
don’t want to move, but they 
want us out and we know that.” 

The council development 
brief, which was rubber- 
stamped by the council execu¬ 
tive at last Tuesday’s meeting, 
states it would cost £lm to re¬ 
store the 30-year-old resource 
centre building to its original 
condition, plus another £500,000 
to raise it to a modern standard. 

But St James ward Councillor 
Ken Smith said: “If that’s what 
it’s going to cost then so be it. 

“If we have got millions going 
to the theatre, we have got mil¬ 
lions we can spend on our resi¬ 
dents.” 

Other proposals made in the 
brief include retaining the 
Malden Centre, providing new 
shops and offices, and possibly 
relocating the New Malden li¬ 
brary on-site as part of a ‘com¬ 
munity hub’. 

The council will now put the 
project out to tender.

Two stalls were completely 
gutted and two others damaged 
in the blaze, which broke out at 
lam on Sunday, June 29, last 
year. 

Kingston Council said the de¬ 
lays had been to ensure be¬ 
spoke stalls were obtained and 
to avoid disruption over the 
busy Christmas period. 

Jimmy Cochrane, who has 
been trading in the market for 
52 years, lost his plant stall in 
the fire. 

He said he was told that 
while work had started, the

new stalls would take another 
month to materialise. 

“So far all we’ve seen is a bit 
of scaffolding,” he said. 

“The council is taking four 
weeks to do something which 
takes four days. 

“This area of the town will 
become derelict because we’re 
always ignored.” 

Kingston Council said work 
started on January 15 and the 
delay had been to ensure that 
bespoke designed stalls, which 
fitted in with the character of 
the market, could be obtained. 

A spokesman said: “The 
Kingston market stalls are a 
bespoke design and so there is 
not a stock of these stalls avail¬ 
able for us to buy off the shelf. 


“The time that has been al¬ 
lowed is to provide our con¬ 
tractors with the opportunity 
to replace the stalls that were 
vandalised with quality mod¬ 
ern replicas that remain in 


keeping with the traditional 
image of Kingston’s ancient 
Market Place.”

Ads will highlight NHS dentists 


Dentists in Kingston who face large fines 
for not treating enough patients, are to be 
the beneficiaries of an advertising cam¬ 
paign by the NHS organisation they owe 
the money to. 

Kingston Primary Care Trust (PCT) will 
launch an advertising campaign to encour¬ 
age patients to have regular check-ups and 
visit their dentists. 

Last month it was revealed that out of the 
25 NHS dentists in the borough, 16 were fac¬ 
ing the potential of “claw back” and one 
was facing a repayment of £50,000 or more, 
as recently as March. 

At the time,the PCT, which holds the 
purse strings, denied it would take up the 
option of “clawing back” the cash and said 
it would work with dentists to solve the 
problem. 

Helen Vernon, the trust’s dental contracts 


manager, said: “Unlike some parts of the 
UK, there are plenty of NHS dentists in the 
Kingston area ready and willing to take on 
new patients. We are keen that as many 
people as possible in our area understand 
that they can access an NHS dentist and 
can do so at an affordable price.” 

Two years ago, dentists moved from a fee- 
per-item system to one based on locally- 
agreed contracts between dentists and 
their PCTs, but nationwide about 5m fewer 
treatments were carried out in 2007/08 than 
were budgeted for by the health service. 

For the year ending March 31, 2008, the 
PCT commissioned 181,697 units of dental 
activity but only 164,146 were delivered.

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Open air: Parking charges may be introduced in Richmond Park

Parking charges in Richmond 
Park will discourage elderly peo¬ 
ple from visiting, according to 
Richmond Park MP Susan Kramer. 

We revealed on our website 
kingstonguardian.co.uk last 
week that a 12-week consultation 
was set to take place which would 
include the option of ending a tra¬ 
dition of two-and-a-half centuries 
of free use of the open space. 

Mrs Kramer said: “I am very con¬ 
cerned about the impact the intro¬ 
duction of charges will have on 
residential parking around Rich¬ 
mond Park, as some of these roads 
are already heavily congested. 

“Local people will understand¬ 
ably be worried their roads will be 
impacted by visitors trying to 
avoid paying. 

“Getting out and about in the 
fresh air in Richmond Park helps 
local people stay healthy and 
happy. There is presently no public 
transport access to the park, and 
introducing charges may discour¬ 
age the elderly and those on low in¬ 
comes from visiting at all. 

“Royal Parks seems intent on im¬ 
plementing universal policies 


rather than taking account of 
local circumstances and this idea 
seems designed primarily for 
places like Hyde Park. I will be 
feeding these points into the con¬ 
sultation on the plans.” 

But the Friends of Richmond 
Park said they were waiting for 
more information, despite confir¬ 
mation from Royal Parks that the 
issue of parking charges was one 
of the items for consideration. 

A spokesman said: “We are wait¬ 
ing for the proposals to come from 
Royal Parks and will consult our 
members when we know the

specifics. We cannot comment 
until we know what the proposals 
are.” 

No one has had to pay to enter 
the park since 1758, when a local 
brewer challenged Princess 
Amelia in the courts for the right 
to walk in the park. 

Ever since that day, people from 
all over the world have enjoyed 
free access to the 2,360 acre (955ha) 
park, especially known for its 300 
red deer and 350 fallow deer.

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Assaults rise at 
university halls 


The number of assaults at one Kingston 
University hall of residence has in¬ 
creased by 150 per cent in the past three 
years, according to recently released 
figures. 

The rise has been described as surpris¬ 
ing and regrettable, although the num¬ 
ber of assaults at Seething Wells was 
still relatively small, rising from nine to 
17. 

A Kingston University spokeswoman 
said that with “more than 21,000 stu¬ 
dents, the figures still represented a very 
small percentage of students”. 

Mark Callaby, vice-president of 
Kingston University’s students’ union, 
said: “The increase in crime is surpris¬ 
ing, but it is still a small percentage of 
the university’s population. 

“The students’ union is working close¬ 
ly with the university to highlight any 
issues that need to be addressed and al-

She said: “It is obviously regrettable 
that a number of students have been vic¬ 
tims of crime this year.

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Ambulances on ‘black 
alert’ in cold weather

Kingston Hospital has invoked 
emergency “black alert” status 
twice in early January - a system 
where ambulances are told go to 
neighbouring hospitals. 

Across London, the NHS has 
been under pressure as the 
prolonged cold weather, flu and 
winter vomiting bugs hit the pub¬ 
lic and its own staff hard. 

Accident and emergency de¬ 
partments have also had to treat 
people who have fallen or slipped 
on icy ground. 

A spokesman for Kingston Hos¬ 
pital confirmed that the hospital 
had been on black alert twice, but 
said at no point had any ambu¬ 
lances been turned away from the 
hospital. 

Kingston NHS Primary Care 
Trust released a statement saying 
that it was working with other 
London health trusts to let the 
public know of options other 
than hospital. 

“The aim of the campaign is to 
urge Londoners to consider other 
ways of help before calling 999 or 
going to hospitals and A&E de¬ 
partments,” it said. 

Patients should go to their local 
GP walk in clinic, seek advice 
from a pharmacist or call NHS 
Direct unless they are seriously 
ill. 

Nearly 1.5m patients - 92,601 
more than the same period in 


2007 - visited A&E across Eng¬ 
land over December, an increase 
of nearly 7 per cent according to 
figures obtained by the Nursing 
Times. 

Sian Thomas, director of NHS 
Employers, said: “Some hospitals 
have said that it has been the 
worst winter for nine or 10 years. 


“The pressure is making it diffi¬ 
cult to free up one single bed. 

“When you are already working 
at 90 to 95 per cent capacity, it has 
pushed people over the edge.”

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Drug dealer has six 
months to pay £ 60 k

A man convicted of drug traf¬ 
ficking has been told to pay back 
almost £60,000 in criminal as¬ 
sets. 

Anthony Otton, from White 
City, was arrested in Station 
Road, Norbiton, on April 2 last 
year, by a team of officers led by 
Sergeant Jim Northway. 

Otton, 28, was found with co¬ 
caine with a street value of 
£6,000 and £950 cash. When offi¬ 
cers searched his west London 
home later they found more cash 
and a stun gun. 

Otton pleaded guilty to the of¬ 
fences on July 10 last year and 
was sentenced to three years’ im¬ 
prisonment. 

After an investigation by 
Kingston police’s payback unit, 
Otton was ordered to pay back 
£59,346 at a confiscation hearing 
at Kingston Crown Court on 
Monday, January 12. 

Otton has six months to obey 
the order or face an additional 
two years in prison. 

Detective Chief Inspector Jere¬ 
my Clarke, of Kingston police, 
said officers would continue to 
pursue drug dealers in Kingston 
and “strip them of their ill-got¬ 
ten assets”. 

He said: “Excellent policing by 
our safer neighbourhood team 


officers, in particular Sgt North¬ 
way, has led to a drug dealer 
being removed from the streets 
of Kingston. 

“The subsequent high-quality 
investigation by the payback 


unit ensures that Otton will pay 
a heavy price for his offences.”

I say no to 
the Tesco 


Use this chance to have a 
say on housing and rents 


I cannot disagree more with 
John McCarthy’s view re¬ 
garding Tesco moving into 
the old Woolworths site (Let¬ 
ters, Jan 15). 

This retail virus is spread¬ 
ing like the plague. It rides 
roughshod over councils be¬ 
cause of its sheer size and fi¬ 
nancial bullying power. 

It persistently tried to open 
up in Tolworth, despite the 
concerns of most of the 
locals. 

Thankfully, Tesco was 
forced to withdraw its appli¬ 
cation for the Tolworth site 
after massive local objection. 

The last thing we want or 
need in Kingston’s town cen¬ 
tre is a Tesco. 


We all know that Kingston 
Council housing is in dire need 
of new investment, but the 
Government takes away the 
money we need. 

The question is what can be 
done, and what tenants and 
leaseholders want done. 

That is why we have asked an 
independent organisation to 
talk to tenants and leaseholders 
about what they want for the fu¬ 
ture of their housing. 

Four years ago, the tenants’ 
tax was £2.28 in every £10 paid 
in rent. This year, at £6.7m, the 


tax is more than £3 out of every 
£10 of rent. 

For years, tenants have had to 
put up with this kind of escalat¬ 
ing robbery with nothing the 
council can do about it except 
try to find more and more sav¬ 
ings in the housing budget. 

The investment trap for peo¬ 
ple living in council homes is 
that the Government controls 
the housing budget and then 
calls the shots. 

Four years ago some people 
said we should do nothing, and 
“everything would be all right”. 


They have been proved utterly 
wrong. The Government has re¬ 
fused to give Kingston tenants 
their money back, or give the 
council enough money for re¬ 
pairs and maintenance. 

Last year, we had to start sell¬ 
ing properties to a housing as¬ 
sociation just to get extra 
investment in some of our seri¬ 
ously deteriorating homes - and 
this at a time when the need for 
affordable housing everywhere 
is so great. 

If the Government took more 
than a quarter of your budget 


and did not use it to benefit you 
at all, how would you feel? Hav¬ 
ing suffered a further four years 
of reduced services, now is the 
right time to find out what ten¬ 
ants and leaseholders want for 
the future and talk about how 
they think we can get the invest¬ 
ment in their homes. 

I urge all tenants and lease¬ 
holders to use this chance to 
have their say

Use the cash 
from rent for 
repairs first 

Having just received the latest 
issue of the council’s glossy 
magazine, HomeLife, I see 
they’re still doing their best to 
persuade tenants to give up on 
council housing. 

Despite previously stating 
that the £2.6m reserve they’ve 
accumulated by underspend¬ 
ing on repairs was for replac¬ 
ing lifts if they broke down, 
they now claim they can’t af¬ 
ford to replace “worn-out 
lifts”. 

Bizarrely, they say they don’t 
have the resources to support 
education, training and em¬ 
ployment, which are hardly is¬ 
sues that people look to their 
landlord for assistance with, 
and is unlikely to be a 
concern. 

We need repairs doing, not a 
job centre on every estate. 

They go on to claim there is 
no prospect of the council 
housing finance rules “chang¬ 
ing any time soon”, ignoring 
the fact that a review of these 
rules is due to report later this 
year and also that the housing 
minister, Margaret Beckett, is 
now arguing for councils to be 
given the same freedom as 
housing associations to bor¬ 
row to invest in housing. 

Even though the “consulta¬ 
tion” outlined in HomeLife is 
being run by a company 
chosen and paid by the council 
- so, hardly independent - and 
which will no doubt be telling 
us that privatisation is our 
only hope. 

I would urge tenants to en¬ 
gage with it in the hope that we 
can persuade the council not to 
waste £350,000 of our rent on a 
ballot, but instead spend it on 
repairs and wait to see what re¬ 
sults from these encouraging 
developments.

While the recent tragic 
case you headline is upset¬ 
ting, I feel that much of the 
criticism about Kingston 
Hospital is unjustified. 

If I may, I would appreci¬ 
ate some space to present a 
more balanced picture as a 
result of my own experi¬ 
ence. 

I recently spent a short 
spell in Kingston Hospital 
for a comparatively minor 
operation. 

I was very impressed by 
the enthusiasm and profes¬ 
sionalism of the numerous 
doctors, specialists, anaes¬ 
thetists and pharmacists 
who attended me, and by 
the swift and efficient care 
by the nursing staff, who 
ensured that my treatment, 
return home and recovery 
went smoothly and accord¬ 
ing to plan. 

I am very grateful to them 
all, particularly to the ward 
sister and nursing staff of 
Alexandra ward in the new 
surgical centre, who also 
showed utmost patience 
and reassurance to a wor¬ 
ried and anxious elderly pa¬ 
tient in an adjacent bed. 

I felt that I benefited 
greatly from my stay in 
Kingston Hospital. 


I was just reading the articles 
in the January 8, edition of the 
Kingston Guardian, regarding 
the complimentary pats on the 
back for council officials on 
how well the new recycling pro¬ 
gramme has worked since com¬ 
mencement. 

I have to agree, it could not 
have been an easy task to co-or¬ 
dinate the roll out of a new 
scheme. 

I am fully supportive of 
the recycling programme, 
which will maximise and pro¬ 
tect the globe’s precious re¬ 


sources and the environment. 

However, having worked with 
the new changes in collection 
schedules we now, over a two- 
week period, have five vehicles 
coming to our home address 
compared with the previous 
three. 

In fact, last week, we had four 
vehicles in one day, and had 
they collected the Christmas 
tree which was left outside as 
instructed, it would have made 
five. 

What I am keen on under¬ 
standing is that these vehicles 


are not electric. Therefore, my 
reaction is that carbon pollu¬ 
tion from waste collection has 
indirectly gone up some 60 per 
cent. 

This increase in vehicles to 
meet climate change targets 
somewhat defeats the object, let 
alone what must take signifi¬ 
cant extra costs that will end up 
at the door of the taxpayer. 

Am I missing something or 
does the council have an an¬ 
swer that explains why we 
should not be concerned? 

Finally, with all these addi-

Final preparations underway for 
our Arctic team’s North Pole trip 



The team is ready for the harshest conditions on Earth 


‘Battle to stop the 
expansion not over’ 


Diving into freezing water 
to test their immersion 
suits and dragging tractor 
tyres through the mud in 
Dartmoor are just some of 
the punishing tasks a team 
of explorers have put their 
bodies through in prepara¬ 
tion for an assault on the 
North Pole. 

The team, led by Pen 
Hadow, will depart for 
the Arctic in February for 
a ground-breaking three- 
month trek to measure the 
remaining thickness of the 
sea ice. 

The team are now making 
final preparations for the 
trip on Broughton Island, 
Canada, and embarked on a 
four-day mini-mission on 
January 15, for a final test 
of their radar equipment. 

Pen said: “Conditions are 
tough. Broughton Island is 
currently in darkness for 


at least 20 hours per day.

And the 
plans for high speed rail are ten¬ 
tative at best.” 

A Friends of the Earth 
spokesman condemned the de¬ 
cision, but said the fight was 
long from over. He said: “Ex¬ 
panding Heathrow is a hammer 
blow for UK climate targets that 
will shatter Gordon Brown’s in¬ 
ternational reputation on the 
environment. 

“We desperately need green 
leadership in the run-up to cru¬ 
cial UN climate talks, not more 
polluting Brown policies. 

“The battle against Heathrow 
expansion can still be won.”

House market jitters could be calmed 
by the return of an unlikely hero - 
the property investor. 

Estate agents in Kingston believe 
rock-bottom interest rates - the low¬ 
est in 315 years - make bricks and 
mortar an attractive investment 
again. 

With savers getting next-to-no re¬ 
turn on cash in the bank, buying flats 
and houses suddenly makes a lot of 
sense. 

First-time buyers who can scrape 
together deposits are finding them¬ 
selves competing against savvy in¬ 
vestors for the best bargains. 

The buy-to-let market, which 
seemed dead as a dodo two months 
ago, now looks the place to be - a 
welcome piece of good news for un¬ 
derstandably disheartened sellers. 

“The market will change, and will 
change very, very quickly,” predicts 
Chris Posford of Parry & Drewett, 
which has branches in New Malden, 
Surbiton and Chessington, and is 
selling studio flats for as little as 
£52,000. 

He says that savers who see interest 
rates melting away to nothing are 
being lured back to bricks and mortar 
by the prospect of five, or more, per 
cent rental returns, and warns those 


waiting for prices to bottom out not to 
be ambushed by an eventual revival. 

“We’ve sold a couple of flats for 
investment recently,” he confirmed, 
adding that more properties were ur¬ 
gently needed. 

Realistic pricing is still key to free¬ 
ing up the rusted housing market, but 
once word gets round that property is 
moving again, pent-up demand will 
come into play. 

“There are many more frustrated 
savers than there are mortgage bor¬ 
rowers,” one housing market expert 
told Property Weekly. 

“They are increasingly perceived 

to be getting a raw deal, and though 
savers have less tucked away in 
their accounts than the average home 
buyer has borrowed, they collectively 
have more than £1 trillion in savings, 
deposit and cash ISA accounts.” 

Average bank and building society 
instant access account rates stood at 
1.68 per cent in November, and have 
fallen further since then. 

Forty per cent of accounts now pay 
one per cent or less on deposits of 
£5,000, while 7.5 per cent of accounts 
now offer interest of just 0.1 per cent. 

Banks and building societies fear 
customers may stop saving altogether 


if interest rates fall further, with 
snapping up one and two-bedroom 
flats being the most obvious alterna¬ 
tive. 

Lenders’ demands for high deposits 
have been holding back some first- 
timers, but this week’s news of fresh 
government pressure on banks to 
lend, lend, lend is expected to ease 
that bottleneck. 

“Property remains a ‘safe haven’ 
long-term, with rental in great 
demand in a world where other 
sectors - banking, shares, pensions - 
have shown instability,” remarked 
one local estate agent. 

The return of property investors 
and the inherent British passion for 
home-ownership - a part of the 
nation’s DNA - are driving a pick-up 
in interest in property in Kingston 
borough. 

Estate agents, leaner and sharper 
after contracting in the second half of 
2008, are quietly confident in key sec¬ 
tors of the market. 

Small cottagey houses, flats near 
amenities and transport links, and 
realistically priced family homes are 
selling, even if other parts of the 
market (such as large detached 
homes) are still tricky to shift.

GusVan Sant’s new film, Milk, 
marks something of a return 
to the mainstream for the 
maverick director of My Own 
Private Idaho and Good Will 
Hunting. 

His most recent pictures 
have taken an arthouse 
approach with mixed results, 
from the sublime, Palm D’Or- 
winning Elephant, based on 
the Columbine High School 
massacre, to the insipid Last 
Days, that reimagined the 
suicide of Nirvana lead singer 
Kurt Cobain.

“But what I remember well is 
that she was incredibly rude 
to the guests. 

“Brigitte Nielsen was on one 
of the shows, and Joan called 
her a number of expletives. 

“Nielsen stormed off, and 
they were about an hour 
convincing her to continue. 

“I had to fill in that whole 
time - in fact I think I pretty 
much ran through my entire 
Edinburgh Festival Show!” 

With three-year-old triplets 
to occupy his time, Norris is 
clearly a man in demand. 

And refusing to think too 
much about what the future 
may bring, he has simple goals.

A new initiative to protect Britain’s motorists 
from less reputable garages in the car repair 
and servicing industry is succeeding where 
years of political wrangling over trading 
regulations have failed. 

The Good Garage Scheme aims to beat the 
small number of unscrupulous garages who 
give the trade a bad name by raising 
standards within the unregulated independent 
garage sector. The scheme was set up in 
September 2006 and has already attracted 
over 2500 members - more than 10 per cent 
of the independent garages nationwide - who 
have pledged to adhere to a strict Code of Conduct. 



The Good Garage Scheme was formed because of the need for effective self-regulation 
of independent workshops and MOT centres. Motorists can use the website 
www.goodgaragescheme.com to find a trustworthy garage in their area 


Garages that join the scheme: 

• Adhere to a strict Code of Conduct and pledge to have their customers’ best 
interests at heart 

• Must agree what work needs doing with their customers before it is carried out 

• Work to an industry-standard checklist 

• Must supply each customer with a feedback card allowing them to give their views 
on service directly to the Good Garage Scheme, which operates a stringent 
complaints procedure 

• Are subject to regular mystery shopper-style audits and face removal if they break 
the code of conduct 



It comes six years after a government taskforce explored the need 
for a national voluntary good garage scheme. 

Leading motor trade associations failed to agree 
to a scheme but decided to support the 
development of an OFT-approved 
code of practice. However, little 
progress on this has been 
made. Garages can apply 
for a BSI Kitemark 
which involves regular 
inspections, but can 
be costly for small 
businesses.
